ON the price list, in the back of this book, each Economy Home is 
priced 3 ways. Prices are based on (1) "A" Specifications, (2) "B'' 
Specifications and (3) "C" Specifications, So that you will know 
exactly what these prices cover, we give these 3 specifications here. Note 
how clear and complete they are and the fine grades of lumber and high 
quality of mill work, hardware, paint and tin work. 

As shown by cross-section and specifications below, "A'' SPECIFICA- 
TIONS are based on double wall construction (bevel siding over S-inch 
ship4ap) with wood lath for inside walls. *'A^' SPECIFICATIONS give 
you the strongest home because of the double wall construction. 

COMPLETE BLUE PRINT PLANS 

You get a complete set of blue print plans and Instruction Book. See 
page 4. They are clear and easy to follow. 

LUMBER 

Girder Posts — 6x6 No. 1 Fir for homes with basements. 
Girders — Built up of 3 pieces 2'inch plank. No. 1 Fir.

Roof SKeathing— 1x4 No. 2 Yellow Pine spaced 
2 inches apart for wood shingles. Tight over open 
cornices.

Outside Wall Covering — }4x6 or ^x8 (as shown 
by house picture). Clear Ponderosa Pine Bevel 
siding.

(100% Clear— 100% Edge Grain) the 
longest wearing shingle known. 
Outside Finish— AH Clear Fir, 
Waterproof Paper — 1 roll supplied for covering 

lumber when piled on job. 
NOTE — Above specifications are based on shipment from our 
Davenport plant. If we ship from our Western Mill, you get 
Fir framing lumber, lath, sheathing, Clear Red Cedar siding and 
clear 1x3 Edge Grain Fir Flooring (not end matched). From our 
St. Louis or Southern Mill, you get Yellow Pine framing lumber, 
sheathing and lath. Clear Redwood siding and Clear Cypress or 
Redwood outside finish. 
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MILLWORK 

Building Paper — Waterproof building paper sup' 
plied for use between wall sheathing and siding. 
Waterproof paper also supplied to cover and pro- 
tect single floors during plastering. 
Outside Frames — Door, window and sash frames 
of Clear Ponderosa Pine. Shipped bundled and 
ready to set up — no cutting necessary. 
Inside Jambs — Inside door frames or jambs of 

Clear Yellow Pine cut'to-fit and ready to set up. 
Windows and Sash — Clear Ponderosa Pine 2 
light check rail windows, inches thick, glared 
with select window glass. For homes with base' 
ments, we furnish 3 light cellar sash, 1 }4 inches thick. 
Doors — Handsome outside doors with clear glass. 
Interior door modern 2 panel design. See illustra- 
tion on page 23. All doors 1 H inches thick. Cased 
openings furnished for closets. If closet doors are 
wanted, see option on page 23. 
Threskolds — Supplied for all outside doors. 

Interior Finish — Trim around 
doors and windows is modern 
1 'piece moulded design in Clear 
Yellow Pine. Carefully machined. 
Yellow Pine Base, Base Shoe, 
Window Stool and Apron and 
Stops. Hook strip for closets 
and Closet Shelves also furnished. 
Main Stairs — Furnished complete for 2 story homes, 
all machined and ready to build in. All stair 
stringers housed out for treads and risers, and other 
difficult work done in our factory. Clear Yellow 
Pine balusters, rails, risers, stair stringer and stair 
treads. 

HARDWARE 

Door Hardware — All door locks of 
modern design. Bright brass door knobs — 
black escutcheons. Very latest pattern. 
See illustration. Loose pin butts fur' 
nished for all doors. Swinging door 
between kitchen and dining room has 
push plates and double acting floor hinge. 
Birch door bumpers included. 

Window .Hardware— Sash fastener, dull brass 
finish, sash cord and weights for all double hung 
windows.

I^ails — All nails in the sizes and kinds needed fut' 
nished in ample quantities for each home. 

TINWORK 

Flashing and valley tin and galvanized ridge roll fur- 
nished for wooden shingle roofs. 

PAINTING MATERIAL 

Exterior Paint — 3 coat job. First coat special 
Paint Primer which seals the wood. Second and 
third coats Quality Mixed House Paint for all out' 
side work. Special, long-lasting floor enamel 
(Natural Grey Color) furnished for porch floors. 
Durable varnish for porch ceilings. Linseed oil and 
turpentine furnished as needed. Unless otherwise 
instructed, we will ship White Paint for body and 
trim.

Two coats varnish furnished for all floors and wood' 
work. This fine varnish has beautiful gloss finish 
and is waterproof and wearproof. Putty and 
turpentine suppUed as needed.

ECONOMY HOMES with "B" Specifications are exactly the same as ''A'' Specifications de- 
scribed on page 6 (same grades and kinds of lumber, millwork, hardware, paint and tinwork) 
with the single exception of the outside wall construction. Here is the difference- 
In "B" Specifications, you get 1x6 Clear Fir Drop Siding, beveled design like house siding. This 
is nailed to the studs. Strong 4''ply Safekote building paper nailed to inside of studs. For inside 
walls and ceiling, you get Van Tine Insulating Board with panel strip to cover joints. The 
cross-section at right shows clearly the wall construction of ''B" Specifications. The construction 
of the exterior walls under "B'' Specifications, with Insulation Board lining, 15 as warm as, or 
warmer, than ordinary houses built with sheathing, bevel siding, lath and plaster. Insulating 
Board comes in sheets 4 feet wide and in full lengths. Thus, little cutting is necessary, making 
Insulating Board easy to apply. Takes the place of lath and plaster and gives you an insulated 
home; also fine looking walls and ceilings. No plastering expense — makes it easy for you to 
build the house yourself. Can be decorated to suit your taste. 




SPECIFICATIONS 



ARE exactly the same as "A" Specifications on page 6 with double wall construction. See 
. cross-section at right. The one difference is that under Specifications, you get Insulating 
Board and panel strips for inside walls and ceilings in place of wood lath. The advantages of 
Insulating Board are given above. With double wall construction (bevel siding, wall sheathing 
and building paper) and Insulating Board for inside walls and ceilings, "C" Specifications give 
you an unusually well-built and warm home.

The price list shows you which Economy Homes 
have basements and which do not. When a base' 
ment is included as part of the home, we furnish 
girder posts, cellar and grade stairs (as called for by 
plan) cellar sash frames, cellar sash and necessary 
sash hardware, all described under "A" Specifica^ 
tions on page 6. 

If the basement is not included with the house, a 
separate price is given on the price list which 
covers the cost of adding a basement. This price 
includes all material necessary for the basement 
stair addition (illustrated below); also cellar sash, 
frames and hardware, girders and girder posts. 

We do not furnish masonry material (cement 
blocks, brick, sand, etc.). 




On the price list, in the back of this book, porches 
are included in the house prices in some cases; in 
others, they are priced separately so that you can 
buy your home with the porch shown, without a 
porch, or with a porch shown with one of the other 
homes. 

Porch Materials 

2x6 floor joists 24 inches on center. 2x4 rafters 
24 inches on center. 1x4 Clear Edge Grain Fir 
porch flooring. ^x4 Clear Fir Ceiling. Roof- 
same as house. Fir Base, Treads, Risers, Brackets, 
etc. Porch Columns, Newels, Rail and Balusters, 
supplied as shown, in Clear Fir. 



OPTIONS 

On the price list, in the rear of this book, we quote 
optional prices on Gutters, on Sub-Flooring and on 
Asphalt Shingles. Here is what we furnish —

Plan A 

This plan has five excellent rooms and 
bath. Note the bedroom closets, 
cased opening between hving and 
dining rooms which makes both rooms 
seem larger, and the welhplanned 
kitchen. Outside measurements 22 
feet wide by 26 feet deep. 



Plan B 

Although but 22 feet wide by 26 feet 
deep, this plan offers three good bed' 
rooms, large living room, well^ar' 
ranged kitchen with cozy dinette 
space, and a bath. This is a well 
arranged plan. Mealtime duties can 
be done with the fewest steps. 




Plan C
